HOW TO KILL RATS 

One of the most effective and safe rat poisons to 
use around the house is warfarin. Warfarin, an anti¬ 
coagulant, is a multiple-dose poison and kills all 
kinds of rats and house mice after several days of re¬ 
peated feedings. Warfarin comes in the form of a ce¬ 
real and is placed on shallow dishes or jar caps around 
areas where rodent activity is noticed. Best places to 
place this poison is around kitchen behind the sink 
and appliances and in the garage. 

Warfarin can be purchased by the public at the 
California State Department of Agriculture, 75 West 
St. James. The poison is sold in 2-1/2 lb. bags for 
40 cents and 5 lb. bags for 80 cents each. 
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CONTROL OF RATS 

In a previous column I talked about the inconven¬ 
iences rats can bring us such as disease, contamination 
of food stuffs and destruction of property. 

Today we can go into the methods employed to 
eradicate these pests from our properties. 

Since rats are nocturnal animals and are mostly 
active during those hours, they often go undetected 
until they have caused severe damage to our health 
and belongings, or until they have reproduced in 
large numbers that they start venturing into the open 
during daylight hours. 

An early detection of these animals is, therefore, 
very important to prevent serious difficulties. Some 
ways to detect rats are: 

Live Rats: 

Switch on lights in a dark room and look and listen 
for scampering rats. Move long-stored merchandise 
to uncover harborages. 

Gnawings: 

Look for signs around doors, windows, utility li¬ 
nes and packaged goods, especially in food storages. 
Burrows: 

Holes and fresh diggings about foundations, under 
floors, sidewalks, platforms, embankments - all may 
mean rats. 

Droppings: 

Fresh droppings are a sure sign. Look behind ob¬ 
jects near walls and in places seldom cleoned or dis¬ 
turbed. 

Tracks: 

Examine dusty places for rat tracks. If not vis¬ 
ible, dust flour along suspected runways and observe 
for a few days. 

Smears; 

Look for darkened areas along walls adjacent to 
pipes, beams, and openings where rats travel. 

Test Baiting: 

Place food where rats can find it and observe res-

“Familiarity Breeds Contempt?" 

O.ie Saturday evening my escort and I sat quietly 
eating our meal in a restuarant. A particular sight, 
however, broke the silence and we began to analyze 
the problem of negligence on the part of individuals 
regarding the small courtesies of life that mean so very 
much. 

The scene we saw is prevalent: In walked the 
husband, his wife trailing six feet behind, he pulls 
his chair and sits down, reads the menu while his wife 
struggles in taking off her coat, she then sits down. 

To a lady, this type of treatment is embarrasing 
and humiliating, to one who experiences of this kind 
are recurrent, it is not. This lady remained passive. 

My friend and I proceeded in analytical conver¬ 
sation, and unfortunately, neither of us arrived at a 
conclusive point. Perhaps, we thought the adage 
that " familiarity breeds contempt" can be adapted 
as the basis for this action. 

Is " familiarity", tho, a legitimate excuse for 
the thoughtlessness and carelessness on the part of the 
so-called "gentleman?" 

Does he not realize that in public he is not set¬ 
ting her up as the "queen" or sweetheart that she 
once was? True, these titles she may be, but this 
cannot be proven by the attitude demonstrated. The 
husband seems to loose the incentive to continue ex¬ 
pressing these courtesies that originally were used to 
win his spouse. Is this the result of familiarity? 

Let us revert this to the woman. Perchance the 
fault lies within this partner. Some women, it can be 
noted, accept this discourteousness on the part of the 
man, never mentioning it or bringing her feelings to 
his attention. Perhaps the wife is failing in her duty 
of making her husband feel that he is the more impor¬ 
tant of the two. Is it possible that she does not show 
appreciation for these courtesies, when shown, with 
a smile or " Thanks, darling, you're so thoughtful." 

It is a truism, the woman cares for the home, rai¬ 
ses the children, and drives to town alone, all this 
makes her independent, but independency must stop 
short, especially when the ego of another is at stake. 
It is possible this independency causes her husband to 
feel needed, to be lax in his courtesies, and to loose 
the picture of her delicateness and fragility. 

On all this, of coarse, I can only wonder and 
surmise; my answer to the basis of this problem would 
be only a matter of conjecture. 


Nevertheless, in my opinion this form of public 
discourteousness is ignominy. Altruistic as I am, my 
hopes are that every married couples' experience 
will be reverse to the type of situation we witnessed.
